Throughout our trip we wen* in­ 
terested in learning to what ex­ 
tent there was any ‘‘free enter­ 
prise” in the Soviet Union. 
We 
had always supposed there was 
none, but actually there is some 
among the 
farmers, 
both 
those 
who live on state 
or 
collective 
farms. In fact this was one of 
the more 
encouraging 
signs 
I 
saw on this trip. 


There are still some farmers liv­ 
ing 
on 
small 
individual 
plots 
which have not come under tho 
collective system, and while the 
land is owned by the state, which 
presumably and undoubtedly does 
collect rent, the farmer owns his 
house, and a few chickens, the 
cow and pigs which he has. 
Even 
on 
those 
farms 
which 
hav<> been collectivized, some of 
the farmers are permitted to re­ 
tain 
small 
garden 
plots, 
with 
fruit trees, and space for a cow, 
and the produce from these small 
plots can be retained by the far­ 
mer for his own

or

kets which can be found in all 
cities of any size.

The Department of Agriculture tells us that fire losses on 
the nation’s farm s have shown an almost steady increase 
over the past IS years. In the span of time, the loss has gone 
up about two-and-a-half tim es- from $64 million in I OJO to 
$152 million last year. 
Fire is a menace anywhere. It is particularly so on farms. 
Fire protective facilities are often of limited value, at best, 
and in many instances are non-existent or virtually so. When 
fire strikes, especially in ilje hot dry season, tile chance of 
a total loss is high. 
Inflation has brought with it another and related prob­ 
lem. The house or barn or other structure a fa n n er built 
20 years ago will cost twice as much today if it has to be 
replaced and perhaps more. That goes for equipment and 
possessions of practically every kind, large and small. The 
conesquence is that farmers— like most of the rest of us— 
are under-insured. The average property owner— in and out 
of agriculture— will he in for a shock if he carefully inven­ 
tories his possessions, totals their value at today’s prices, 
and compares that with his insurance coverage. 
The wise farm er will periodically re-appraiae his holdings 
in the light of changing prices and value*. And he will con­ 
tinually practice fire prevention. A little thought, a little 
rom mon-sense. will greatly reduce the hazards.

Ix>h Angeles— Once through 
the 
heavy 
crowds, 
police 
guard and security officers, 
the first 
thing that struck 
me atK>ut Nikita Khrushchev 
was his changing moods. 


It was a novelty to sketch 
the man who is probably the 
world's strongest enemy of 
religion. 
Practically all my 
work in the past two years 
has 
centered 
on 
religious 
themes of “T h e Power of 
Faith” and here I was sketch­ 
ing the leader of a country 
that, to say the least, discour­ 
ages religion. 


What kind of subject did 
I find? 


As you chn see by t h e 
drawing he is a man of mer­ 
curial moods. And his moods 
seemed 
accurately 
mirrored 
in his face. Hence, I sketched, 
almost automatically, b o t h 
the smiling Khrushchev and 
the 
harsh, 
unbending 
por­ 
trait of the Premier. 


At one time I was only five 
feet from the Soviet leader. 
I could see that his complex­ 
ion was delicate, yet ruddy. 
It 
seemed 
fleshy 
without 
softness. When he smiled his 
warm, friendly smile it was 
ocacsionally 
sc en te d 
by 
flashes of gold teeth at the 
corners. His hands were pud­ 
gy, yet strong. As his fea­
